Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant's amendment to independent claims 1, 8, and 16 altered the scope of these claims, more 
specifically the amendment include the new limitation "the client device communicating with the at least one server in a wireless 
browser." These limitations were not recited previously and would require further consideration and search. In the final office action 
dated 1/31/06, the preamble of the independent claims were not accorded any patentable weight because it merely recites the intended 
use of the invention, wherein the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or 
structural limitations were able to stand alone. More specifically, the body of the claims did not recite the use of a wireless browser nor 
downloading of an application, whereas the currently added limitation provides a dependency on the preamble (i.e. a client device 
communicating with "an entity" as recited in the body of claims 1 and 8; a client device communicating with a server computer in the 
body of claim 16). Applicant is suggested to add the limitations "the at least one server" and "a wireless browser" in the body of the 
independent claims to overcome the lack of patentable weight given to the preamble by the examiner. 
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
